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THE MISSIONARY CATECHISTS 


Meveland. Ohio. June 25, 1924. 


OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, Huntington, Ind 


I am a constant reader of your paper, and have noticed 
lately that you speak a good deal abeut the Missionary Cate hists 
in New Mexico. Could you kindly tell me who those peopie are, 
what they do, what their manner of living is, and what the re 
quirements are for entering this field? Do these peopie do any 
work in Canada or in Mexico proper! Are the Catechists men 
or women or both? Would a young woman of twenty-six wita 
a college training be too old to enter this work ° 


Last week we answered some of the questions contained 
in the above letter from Cleveland, Ohio, but, for lack of 
space, we found it necessary to continue the answer this 
week. Our Catechists do not work in Canada, but there is a 
similar organization known as Sisters of Service, whose 
Training School and working field are in Canada. The mem- 
bers of our community are Sisters of Service in effect, but 
we do not call them “Sisters,” lest people identify the Society 
with one of the regular Sisterhoods. We designate them 
“Catechists,” because the teaching of Christian Doctrine will 
be their principal occupation. -They will not teach school. 
They will minister to the sick and lend themselves to several 
phases of social service activities. ‘They will not be sent 
to Mexico. but to the Mexicans in Texas, New Mexico, Ariz- 
ona, California and possibly Colorado. It is an organization 
for women only. 

How are the expenses of the training school defrayed, 
and how are the Cathechists supported where they are at 
work? 

This burden has been assumed, for the present, by OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR, which, of course, must share some of it 
with its more than 2,000,000 readers. It will cost us about 
$300 the year for each Catechist in training, and an equal 
amount for each worker in the mission field. Some parishes, 
some Catholic Socicties, and some individvals, have adopted 
a Catechist, and send us $25.00 a month, or $300.00 once a 
year. Among our great army of readers there should be a 
sufficient number of Catholics to adopt every Catechist in 
training and in the field. Parents who have no gir! to give 
to this noble and meritorious work, but who have means, 
should match the sacrifice which other parents are making, 
who give their daughter, but who cannot supply her expenses. 
Both the parents who give her and those who support her 
share in the fruits of her missionary labors 

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR does not beg, but the reader 
will have noted that we acknowledge the receipt of contribu- 
tions to four different purposes in the Se res column, 


But please note the aggregate amount received during a whole 
week from more than 2,500,000 iaiiiaiie: poe see what the 
average amounts to. Or multiply that amount by 52, the 


aggregate received within a year, and divide it by 2,500,000, 
Let us suppose that we received an average of $100 per week, 
or $5.200 the year, for the purposes (which we do not ». it 
would amount to less than one-fifth of le per reader, or less 
than le per family. It would not amount to $1.00 the vear 
per parish, which our paper visits. Hence there will never 
be any danger of Our Sunday Visitor taking money away 
from any local religious work 


Providence usually takes care of works which it inspires, 
and therefore we entertain no special worry about the main- 
tenance of our institution. If subjects came to us in great 


numbers and we were able to supply the field according to 

the demand, the maintenance cost could be met only by
